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JAPAN LOOMS AS 
COMING MARKET 
FOR AUTOMOBILE 


R. Himeno, Pioneer in 
Field, Tells of 


Situation 


EW YORK, June 28.— 
Japan represents an al- 
most. untouched field to the 


automotive industry and of- 
fers wonderful possibilities 
for development within the 
near future. 

That is the message brought to 
this country by R. Himeno of 
Tokio who has had more than fif- 
teen years experience as one of the 
pioneers of the industry in his 
native land. He has just com- 
pleted a tour of the United States 
in which he visited a number of 
the largest automotive plants in 
the principal cities. 

Failure on the part of his peo- 
ple in general to understand the 
possibilities of the automobile is- 
given by Mr. Himeno as one of

‘nificant reasons. As a result 
there are only about 50,000 cars 
in Japan at the present time, and 
most of these vehicles are trucks, 
buses and taxicabs. 


That Japan is beginning to real- 
ize the importance of motor trans- 
portation, at any rate in commer- 
cial lines, is pointed out by Mr. 
Himeno in the fact that the num- 
ber of such vehicles doubled with- 
in the past two years. 

Because the average Japanese 
has regarded the automobile as a 
luxury for the rich man, just as 
in the early days of the vehicle in 
this country, taxes have been kept 
high, and little has been done to 
improve roads. This condition has 
also caused complications in traf- 
fic legislation. Accordingly many 
of the regulations are absurd and 
traffic officers find themselves in 
distressing situations continually. 

City streets are usually paved 
and in fair condition, but are 
narrow. With every inch of 
land at a premium in the em- 
pire, the cost of widening the 
streets, to permit motor travel is 
almost prohibitive. Outside the 
cities the highways are mostly in 
bad condition, but plans are 
shaping for building improved 
cross country highways, in spite 
of the great costs because of the 
rough nature of the land. 

The ancient and picturesque 
method of traveling by “rickshaw” 
has at last found a competitor in

$24,000,000 for New 
Equipment

Detroit, 28.—Railroads in 


Michigan, within the last half of 
the year, will spend more than 
$24,000,000 for new equipment and 
for betterment, according to an 
announcement by the Michigan 
Railroads’ Association.

These expenditures, it is believed, 
will put the railroads in the state 
in an excellent position to handle 
the peak demand on automotive 
transportation that is looked for 
this fall. 

Included in the Michigan Cen- 
tral’s budget are 1,000 box cars, 
500 gondolas and 200 flats. Grade 
separation items call for an ex- 
penditure of funds at eight points. 

Pere Marquette’s expenditures 
will include the purchase of 350 
gondolas, Yard facilities at Flint 
will be materially extended to care 
for the constantly growing volume 
of automotive traffic. The Wabash 
will spend $228,000 for yard ex- 
tensions generally. Extensions by 
the Pennsylvania will include the 
construction of twenty-seven miles 
of 100-pound rail north of Grand 
Rapids. New York Central will 
spend money on grade separation 
work at South Dearborn, adjoin- 
ing the Ford Motor works, and 
will lay 18.5 miles of new track. 
Moreover, seventy-two miles of its 
tracks will be relaid and twenty- 
one bridges renewed.

“One of the most effective meth- 
ods to develop new business in the 
Dutch West Indies,” Mr. Van 
Wickel said, “is for manufacturers 
of allied but not competitive prod- 
ucts to combine their sales eftorts. 
The head of this combined sales or- 
ganization should be a qualified 
American representative, employed 
and paid by the manufacturers 
jointly. He should be located at 
Batavia or Saerabaya and sj:ould 
be concerned jointly with the de- 
velopment of consumer demind 
and sales promotional work.” 

As there is no domestic produc- 
tion of industrial commodities, he 
explained that there is a large de- 
mand for American goods, if pros- 
pective buyers are properly “sold.” 

Last year the Dutch West Indies 
bought motor cars, tires and tubes 
valued at $5,550,000, a consider- 
able increase over the preceding 
year, 

“It is quite obvious that when 
the value of automotive imports 
for the first: six months of this 
year is known,’’ Mr. Van Wickel 
added, “it will exceed any previous 
year in the history of the Dutch 
West Indies, for the sales have 
been excellent on an ever broaden- 
ing market.”

NNOUNCEMENT that the Chrysler insurance plan, 
whereby the company sold insured cars, would be dis- 
continued on July 1, is scarcely a surprise. The legal 
difficulties that have beset the plan will probably be settled | 
One way or the other by a decision of the Supreme Court of | 
the United States some time in the fall. 

Disregarding the. relation of the Chrysler plan to the) 
various state insurance regulations, this whole question of | 
automobile insurance needs careful consideration. No 
matter what may be the fundamental reason for it, the fact 
remains that motor vehicle insurance in some classifications 
is oppressively high. In this country there is developing a 
distinct tendency among families financially able to do so 
to keep two cars instead of one. There is no question that 
the present rates for insurance are a definite obstacle to 
increasing the “two car families,” as this class of buyer has 
come to be called. 

It would seem that any plan which would simplify the 
selling of insurance would make for a lowering of rates. 
Universal insurance could, no doubt be sold at a much lower 
yate than present policies are marked. It may be quite 
possible that eventually the official bodies representing the 
various branches of the automotive industry will have to 
tackle this problem of insurance, and a favorable decision by 
the Supreme Court at this time would clear the way for 
later co-operative action.

Hence our representatives abroad 
were trained to bring in the kind 
of information which the industry 
needed to have. The other sery- 
ices of the division also were 
prompt and practical. It soon be- 
came evident that the government 
would not be able to hold on to 
this executive for very long. Mr. 
Owen refused many tempting op- 
portunities, but, when the con- 
structive possibilities of working 
for Dodge in foreign markets. de- 
veloped, he decided to come back 
into the active ranks of the auto- 
mobile business.
